JAPAN WANTS ALBERTA PRODUCTS. 

In order to assist in rebuilding the shattered 
sities, cheapen food, and stimulate industry, the 
Japanese Government has issued an Imperail 
ordinance which removes the custom duties or- 
dinarily levied upon a lengthy list of articles, and 
reduces the tariff upon certain other articles. 
Among the commodities thus placed upon the 
free list are wheat, barley, butter and meats. 
These ure all products which Alberta produces in 
excess quantity, and for which it has been hoped 
that a market could be found in the Orient, The 
opportunity to introduce them to the Japs hds 
come and if rightly handled may result in heavy 
shipments from this province to the trans-Pacific 
empire during the winter. The edict is tempor- 
ary only, and the norma! tariff comes into effec!

Borax in Babylon 
Borax is used in evrey household—in talcum 
powders, eye lotions, medicinal powders, 
and soaps. And yet, four thousand years ago, 
it was a rarity almost as precious as gold. 

In the days of Babylon the only known 
sources were a few salt marshes in the Gobi 
Desert, north of the Himalayas. It was collected 
by natives. Small Himalayan sheep carried it 
slung in bags round their necks down the steep 
mountain sides into India, and it was then taken 
by camels to eastern Europe. 

It was used by goldsmiths for cleaning the 
surface of molten gold. Ouly by means of 
borax could the crude metal be refined and 
worked into rings, amulets and breastplates. oe 

Nowadays America produces more than 40,000 
tons a year. Thirty years ago its richest source 
was a Californian desert called the Death Valley 
—a place believed to be the hottest and driest 
spot on earth. A company supported by British 
capital worked the mines. Until they built a 
railway ten years later the produce was hauled 
by mules over 165 miles of uninhabited desert.

Dromedary Beats Horses 
F you had to pick an animal to carry you for 
five hundred miles at the greatest possible 
speed across rough country, what would you 
choose? It should be a dromedary. A blood 
horse might travel sixty miles at a speed of 
fourteen miles an hour, but at the end of that 
distance it would be absolutely played out and 
in urgent need of food and rest.
